LITERARY NOTES. 


ITERE is much truth in the old adage that ‘‘ good things are done 
up in small parcels.” A pleasant antidote to the many long-winded 
novels which pass through the reviewer's hands is little books 
like Bell’s Miniature Series of Musicians. which can be con- 
veniently carried in one’s pocket, and are as well illustrated and 
beund as the Series of Painters brought out by the same firm. 

The latest volumes of the series are /Zande/, by William HI. Cummings, Mus. D., 
and Jendelssohn, by Vernon Blackburn, and both are excellent reading. 
Dr. Cummings and Mr. Blackburn contrive to give, in a remarkably small 
compass, an interesting survey of the composer's life, work, and characteristics, 
together with some judicions criticism, A shilling could not be laid out to 
more advantage than in the purchase of one of these litle volumes. 

My French Friends, by Constance Elizabeth Maud (Smith, Elder), is a 
hook of sketches of French life. Some are good, others shghtly hackneyed. 
I‘rench society is chary of opening its doors to the stranger. Consequently, 
Miss Maud’s intimate knowledge of the set where éo7 fon still prevails— 
not the circle which corresponds to our ‘*‘ smart set ’—-should be amusing 
reading to those whose knowledge of Frenchmen and Frenchwomen is limited 
to a week in Paris and the caricatures of English musical comedy. The 
authoress has a sense of humour, on which she occasionally prides herself too 
openly—there is always a slightly irritating air about semi-autobiographical 
books. This is enhanced in J/y /rench Friends by the ‘literal translation 
language” which the authoress employs: ‘‘It is the verity pure,” ‘t My son 
he is enamoured to the folly,” and so forth, Occasionally it is amusing—in 
the long run it palls. The best chapters in the book“are ‘‘ My Coiffeur” and 
** Two Betrothals.” 

/ is an anonymous volume published by Sidney Appleton, and purports 
to be a book **in which a woman tells the truth about herself.” The 
publisher, in a note, informs us that ‘‘ the authoress has published successful 
novels in recent years, but for reasons obvious to all the present work appears 
anonymously.” The sanguine critic hopes for a female Rousseau, but is 
doomed to disappointment. The book is quite readable, but neither strikingly 
original nor instinct with ‘‘ personality.” It is a chronicle of a woman who 
suddenly wakes to her power to charm after an ungainly girlhood and a pang 
of jealousy. The outspokenness of the book wiil attract some, repel others. 
The writer has given a fairly good character sketch of the woman who offers 
up her soul to vanity, till the supreme moment comes and the narrow path 
and the broad way open before her. It must be left to the reader to discover 
which she chooses. ; 

Miss Adeline Sergeant is a marvel of industry. The substantial volumes 
seem to be shaken out of her sleeve, to use a homely simile. — A/adiéncourt 
Keep (John Long), the last production of her pen, is neither better nor worse 
than those which have gone before. It is a story which induces no ‘‘ brain fag;” 
the very sensational episodes do not excite us, because we know it will ‘all 
come right in the end.” It is unfair towards readers who delight in this kind 
of book to ** give away” the highly-coloured mystery of Malincourt Keep. 

The Hazards of Life, by Violet Tweedale (John Long), begins in a 
fairly original manner with the meeting of the hero and heroine in Palestine, 
where she, the beautiful unknown (too fond of delivering orations, from 
the reader's point of view) is ‘‘ camping out.” She is regardless of con- 
vention; consequently she lends the hero a spare tent, and they journey on 
together. Eventually they fall in love. She reveals herself as the widow of 
an Austrian nobleman; he is a Welsh squire, whose wife has run away. 
From this point the story is concerned with life at the Welsh home of 
the hero, with its strange entourage of priests and nuns, and the fairly 
obvious runaway wife in the background. Roman Catholicism is the peg 
on which the story hangs, and it is with a dissatisfied feeling that one closes 
the book. 

Saint Basti, by Bertha C. Foster (Drane), is a novel of the serio-domestic 
type—beautiful girls, entangled love affairs, carriage and gun accidents, and 
so forth, with the obstacles cleared away in the last chapter for the ultimate 
union of ‘‘he” and ‘‘she.” Of its kind it is fairly entertaining, but the 
authoress is peculiarly slipshod in her writing. Why Lord D’Armford should 
be referred to as the ‘‘ young baronet,” and why Lady Mainworthy should 
say, ‘‘ He has very kindly offered to take you and I for a drive,” we ‘* {ail 
to see,” as Mr. Snale says. 

After reading the pithy ‘‘ Letters from John Chinaman,” it is a curious 
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contrast to take up so strange a jumble of sense and nonsense, of extracts 
Liblical, political, and socioiogical as Chena from Within (Unwin). Mr. 
Davenport’s unpolished style and disconnected way of writing detract heavily 
from any valuable remarks he has to make in this ‘* Study of Opium Fallacies 
and Missionary Mistakes.” Still, though we fully concur with his denuncia- 
tion of the ‘‘ missionary mistakes ” of interference ‘ with the religious beliefs 
of other Christian peoples, in addition to those of other worshippers of the 
Lord Jehovah, viz., the Mussulmans and the Jews,” we do not consider his 
plan for converting the Chinese particularly sound. We gather that he seeks 
to ** Chinese ” the missionaries, who are to throw off ‘‘ all distinctive foreign 
marks, habits, and surrcundings, simply taking their places in the ranks of 
ordinary Chinese citizens,” and in this way are to win their way to the hearts 
of the converts-to-be. We do not see why, acting on this principle, Mr. 
Davenport should not counsel the South African missionary to don a woolly 
wig and black his face. This is childish nonsense. We fear Mr. Davenport 
is no Gordias. Occasionally, we dislike his manner of writing. Kor 
instance; ‘* St. Mary Magdalene was a lady in easy circumstance. . 
Leading a listless, unoccupied existence in Magdala, her health gave way,” 
and so forth, Mr. Davenport is insistent on not hurting the feelings of the 
“heathen Chinee”; he ought to realise that many of his fellow-countrymen 
are equally hurt by such peculiar handling of subjects which they consider 
sacred, 

An excellent shilling guide to Bray and Environs has just been issued 
by Arthur L. Doran, Ph.C. (Bray, Ireland), and should be carefully read by 
those would-be holiday-makers who find some difficulty in choosing a 
“*summer resort,”  Treland, as we have had occasion to point out betore, 
dozs not consist of Killarney alone, and Bray offers many attractions 
mountain, sea, and woodland. 

Two stories of love and adventure are presented respectively by A. W. 
Marchmont, who chooses Turkey for his background in By Svarz of Love 
(Ward, Lock), and W. Patrick Kelly, who goes to Ancient Egypt for his 
inspiration in Zhe Stonecutter of Memphis (Routledge). Mr. Kelly errs on 
the side of ‘‘ up-to-dateness” in his treatment of the Egyptians, while Mr. 
Marchmont makes great demands on our credulity. But those readers who 
demand sensation will find what they require between these covers. The 
get-up ” of Mr. Marchmont’s book is pretty but inappropriate, that of Mr. 
Kelly’s ugly but appropriate. 

Tea Table Talk, by Jerome K. Jerome (Hutchinson). Fatuous, for 
the most part, are the conversations which this book records. 

There is a refreshing air of the forest about 7%e Story of Aing Sylvain 
and Queen Aimée, by Margaret Sherwood (The Macmillan Company). The 
pseudo-archaic style becomes rather irritating, but it is all very pretty and 
innocent, and some of the illustrations are quite charming.

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not touch, as given by Sir Herbert Maxwell in his ‘* Memories of the Months,” 
is no doubt to be taken as accurate for the writer's native Wigtownshire ; but 
it does not do for all the country over. Rabbits will batten freely on several 
of the kinds which he asserts to be immune from their attacks. The affair is 
one of degree. Rabbits go in succession to foods less and less agreeable to 
them as other foods become scarce. In the very herd winters the only 
plants that we have found which the rabbits will not touch are box and the 
common rhododendron, It requires a great stress of starvation to make them 
eat the St. John’s wort, and some people, especially in Scotland, will tell you 
that rabbits will not touch this plant. In Scotland that may be the case, but 
in Wales, in the very hard weather, the St. John’s wort is not safe from them. 
In the Eastern Counties the impression seems to be growing that the rabbit, 
as a beast of sport, is really not worth considering. In the light soils of 
Norfolk and Suffolk, the rabbit goes to ground, so that he hardly gives any 
sport at all with the gun. If he is kept and kille], it is mainly as a beast of 
the warren—ir the modern sense of the warren—for commercial rather than 
sporting purposes. It is very different in heavier soils that become easily 
waterlogged. Then there is not such nice dry lying in the burrows, and, as 
a consequence, the rabbit lies more out in the open and gives good sport for 
the gun, 
Errecrs oF Hor BARRELS. 

Now, in the off time of the shooting season, is the moment for the 
solution of some of the open questions in small gunnery. About no other 
question of the kind is there, perhaps, more difference of opinion between the 
man of practice and the man of theory than in regard to the effect on the 
striking of the shot of the heating of the barrel. Almost all the men of 
practice, including some of the finest game shots in England, will tell you 
that they are absolutely certain that the throwing of the shot is affected by 
the heating of the barrels. When the barrels get so hot that you can hardly 
hold them, then, they will tell you with the greatest confidence, it is 
impossible to kill the simplest shot. To the man of science all this is 
foolishness. He will say, **Oh, yes, of course, when the gun is as hot as that 
you cannot hold it properly, cannot point it straight, cannot hold it firm, an‘ 
it jumps in the hand.” One or all of these reasons will be given by science 
to explain the observed facts. The man of practice retorts, ‘‘ Yes, but one 
misses shots so simple, when the gun is in this condition, that the explanations 
you suggest do not suffice. When the gun is cool we can kill easy shots 
quite well shooting from the trigger-guard; why is it that we cannot kill 
them when the gun is hot?” Perhaps the man of practice will suggest to 
the man of science that, the gun being in this heated condition, the barrel 
will be contracting and expanding. The man of science may admit this, but 
he will not accept it as giving an account of the reason that the shot does not 
seem to strike the bird—at least, with any killing force. And so the question 
remains an open one still. We believe that the suggestion has already been 
made to a leading gunmaker to make a thorough trial of the pattern and 
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penetration of shot fired from a heated barrel, but that he declined to do so. 
If any such trial has been made, it would be interesting to the public to hear 
its results, and if it has not been made, it would be interesting to make it. 


Tuk DISTANCE SHOTS WILL CARRY. 


There is not the slightest doubt that a constant improvement in the 
quality of sporting cartridges and ammunition is in progress, and that the shot 
hits harder than it used to do. This is generally admitted by those best 
qualified to speak. A good many of them, however, do not seem to perceive the 
corollary to this—that if the shot hits game harder than it used to hit, and at 
greater distance, it is proportionately more dangerous than it used to be to 
fellow-shooters. At the same time that the danger zone is being increased 
by the improvement in ammunition, danger is further increased by the rise 
of a generation of shooters who did not learn the use of a gun in boyhood, 
and are consequently apt to misuse it in their middle age. For one thing, 
they have no idea cf the distance at which shot from a gun can seriously 
injure a man if they hit him in the eye. | Probably a man is safe at 300yds. ; 
but certainly he is not quite safe, if a gun be fired in his direction, at less 
than this. Unless the eye be struck, he is, no doubt, practically safe from 
any real hurt at a much less range ; but we do not wantto take anychances. It is 
not absolutely certain that he is safe at 300yds. ; for in one very remarkable 
instance three shots passed through a beater’s lower lip and actually 
knocked out one of his teeth at a measured distance of 273yds. In this 
instance it was inferred that the shot had balled ; and certainly the occurrence 
is very extraordinary, and could hardly be believed if it were not vouched 
for by the authority, that is beyond all suspicion, of several well-known persons. 
This is so exceptional a case that no argument is, perhaps, to be based on it, 
but it shows what possibilities of danger there are. The inexperienced 
shooter is rather apt to be led into error in this regard by the callous in- 
difference of keepers. In grouse-driving you will often see a keeper, with a 
flag, post himself at a distance of some 200yds. or so from the outside gun, to 
turn the birds in. Ile will direct the gun to ‘‘ fire away at him; he will not 
be hurt.” He seldom is; but his presence there spoils the whole shoot for 
that outside gun, who seldom is so foolish as to ‘* fire away,” as the keeper 
directs. Sometimes in partridge-driving the end of the down-win1 flank of 
the beating line has to be right opposite the gun at the down-wind end of the 
line—it is necessary that the flank should be there, when it is a question of 
guarding birds from flight over the march ; in all other cases it is indefensible— 
and in this case again the gun has to exercise the greatest caution, and his 
shooting on the outside is much spoiled. Many a shooter has an idea that 
because he seldom kills (and never ought to kill) a bird at more than 5oyds. 
from him, he may, therefore, with perfect impunity, fire at a fellow-being at 
rooyds. The sooner he learns that he must multiply the distance by three, 
and had better not shoot towards a fellow-being even then, so much the 
better for all concerned, 


FROM DOVER TO HELIGOLAND. 


S the starting line is the first considera- 
tion in arace of any kind whatsoever, 
it is only natural that in an article 
descriptive of a race the starting line 
should receive equally early attention. 

We were down at Dover a fortnight ago, and 
mentally predicted difficulty in the despatch of 
the nineteen vessels entered to compete for the 
German Emperor’s Cup. For this reason. 
Since the last race of the kind, the breakwater 
extension works have developed so rapidly that 
the contractors have been compelled to moor a 
lightship off the end of the Admiraity Pier to 
warn vessels off those portions of the work 
which as yet do not show above water. 
Whether, considering that there is a_sub- 
merged wall both east and west of her, this one 
lightship is an adequate safeguard for merchant 
shipping does not now concern us. What did 
concern the sailing committee on Saturday was 
that the presence of the lightship right on their 
usual starting line necessitated a change of 
plan. Thus, instead of the racing fleet’s 
having to pass between the end of the pier, 
whence the committee can view the whole line, 
and a mark-boat, starters had to pass outside 
the lightship and inside a large committee- 
boat; for, on a misty day—and the Channel — Copyrigns 
knows many such—the committee might not 

from the pier-end have been able to see the otter mark, so far 
out had it to be moored in order to give reasonable sea-room to 
the competing yachts. 

This arrangement was probably the only one possible in 
the circumstances; and it seemed as if the sightseers, who are 
wont to line the shore and piers rather than venture on a 
windy day upon the excursion boats, would alone suffer by it. 
The new starting line, however, was to prove the undoing 
of more than one of the competitors who failed to allow for 
the sluicing tide of the Downs. Had light airs prevailed, it 
is pretty certain that several vessels would never have 
crossed the line at all, and even in Saturday’s fresh W.N.W. 
wind the schooner Adela, losing the breeze in the shelter 
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of the cliffs, was over fifty minutes late, while the French 
schooner Gitana was over three hours late—nearly one-third of 
her time allowance from the scratch boat. This error of judg- 
ment is the more deeply to be regretted as it was undoubtedly a 
‘schooners’ day”; that is to say, the wind, if it held true, 
would give a reach from start to finish, and these are conditions 
seldom encountered at our regattas. 

Of the nineteen entries for this year’s Heligoland Cup race, 
fourteen were British, two French, two German, and one was 
American; and when it is pointed out that Mr. Morton Plant’s 
schooner Ingomar, who came over primarily to race for the Cape 
May Cup, was originally entered as g1 tons, although she has 2ft. 
more beam and much more canvas and is but a few feet shorter

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than the 224-ton Adeia and the 227-ton 
l:velyn, the difficulties of framing an 
International handicap will be appre- 
ciated. On the race-card the Ingomar 
was quoted as being of 228 tons, so 
that we imagine her to have heen 
measured according to British rules, 
and the handicap made her out scratch 
boat. The hopelessness, however, of 
trying to bring together under one 
category vessels of different nations has 
already been urged in Counrry Lire. 
The Ingomar was set to give the Bona 
2hr. 30min., but her capability in this 
respect was not to be tested, as the 
sailing committee decided that the 
yaw! did not conform to the regulation 
that competitors must be cruisers. 
Quite rightly ; but we doubt whether 
the Bona, with her low freeboard and 
big spars, would have had a comfort- 
able sail on Saturday, for on arriving at 
Weymouth one day last year, after a a 
Channel race, the main cabin was full . 
of water, and much gear had been 
washed away. 

The gun was fired at 2 p.m., and 
if the wind had only continued as 
strong throughout the race as it was 


at the start, the finish might have Copyright HARD 


been accomplished in daylight; but, 

unluckily, it was to fall away to a certain extent. With the 
wind on the quarter the white-winged fleet goes racing away 
at a great pace, the 1oo-ton cutter Nicandra and the stately 
Brynhild getting the best of the start. The Lvelyn is well 
placed for a vessel of her size and rig, and then come the Cariad, 
ketch, and the eagerly watched Ingomar, with famous Captain 
arr in charge. The rest are, for the most part, in a bunch, 
but the old cutter Fiona has more way on than any, and 
takes the lead. Dover town and pier soon sink into the sea, 
and as the boats race past the South Foreland the Castle outlines 
fade. Decks have been full in the puffs ever since clearing the 
shelter of the land, and off Walmer water is shipped in exciting 
profusion. The longer vessels have soon forged to the front, and 
until the gaps widen and the line extends the smaller craft wallow 
in the foaming wake of the leaders. The pace is exhilarating, 
but a broad reach in a hard wind, with intermittent puffs of 
varying strength, is a serious strain on gear and spars; so that 
there is many an anxious glance upwards, especially in some of 
the older vessels, who are being pressed beyond their wonted 
leisurely gait. One begins to wish that the Glory had not 
been among the five vessels who entered and failed to 
start, for Sir Seymour King’s big yawl is a fine sea-boat, 
and her length on this course would be a distinct asset

in the upholding of England’s prestige among the nations 
competing. 

All lights on the Netherlands coast must be left on the 
starboard hand, say the sailing instructions. The first one to be 
made is the North Hinder—just fifty miles E.N.E. } E. from 
the South loreland—but the lightship is ten miles south of the 
course the racers steer. As night closes in, however, she begins 
to wink at them across the water with untiring, even tiresome, 
precision. Just over 100 miles N.E. ? E. of the North Hinder 
is the lightship off the Texel—at which point the sealed envelopes 
containing the handicap may be opened—but, fast as the fleet 
are racing, the red and white flashes cannot be descried. For, 
by the time the leaders approach, dawn is breaking, and itisa 
sight of the lightship hersel! which tells them that half the journey 
is done. Another thirty-five miies on the samecourse reach to the 
light off the Noord West Gat, and then helms are put up, sheets 
checked, and booms eased off for a free reach of fifty-six miles to 
the fourth lightship to be noticed. 

On a course E, 3 N. the pressure is not so great, and some 
who had been forced to confess their jackyard topsails a burden 
reset them. Others try spinnakers, but balloon staysails prove 
more serviceable. ‘The Ingomar’s foretopmast staysail is a 
wonderful *‘ creation,” though owing to her position in the van 
her rivals are not yet permitted to 
see and marvel at it. Again, a slight 
bearing away until the course is set 
for the finishing line. It is the last 
lap, so to speak, but seventy miles 
none’ the less have to be covered. As 
each vessel completes the course she 
hauls her wind to get the canvas off, 
and a tug takes charge of her for the 
passage through the Canal. The 
handicap is reckoned in hours rather 
than in minutes, so that excitement 
runs high long after the leaders have 
their sails stowed. A vessel ‘far out 
of range of the Heligoland light, 
which is charted as visible at twenty 
miles, may yet win the Cup. Some 
vessels, however, are soon proved to be 
“out of it.” 

It would be repetitive to give 
the prize- winners on corrected time. 
It may be said, however, that the 
Ingomar is obviously a very fast 
vessel on some points of _ sailing, 
whilst the more sightly Evelyn and 
Adela have not such speed. It is 
pleasant to see such a fine sea-boat 
as the Valdora win the Cup, whilst 
other winners more in their element 
cruising than racing are  Cariad 
and Fiona. Britain’s prestige 
in the race worthily upheid 
by such as these, for they repre-

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THE GORDON BENNETT CUP RACE. 


‘From SPECIAL 


HETHER fortunately or otherwise, according to 
the individual point of view, the race for the 
Gordon Bennett Cup has by no means scotched 
motor-racing. It was so successful as to take the 
ground away entirely from the feet of those who 
argue that racing of any kind has had its day. A year or more 
ago there were plentiful predictions that the Cup contest in 
Ireland would produce unlimited disasters; but nothing whatever 
of this nature occurred. The drivers showed that they had only 
to know the course to avoid catastrophe, and, though Mr. Jarro:t 
had a mishap, it was in no way due to driving, nor even to 
racing risks, but to a latent flaw in the mechanism, which might 
just as easily have developed itself at another time. In this 
vear’s race the fears as to a series of calamities were more 
pronounced than ever, for the course was known to be full of 
corners, and, as they could be approached at a greater speed 
than those, for instance, in the Isle of Man trials, there was the 
greater probability of adriver cutting matters too fine. But what 
was the actual result? Not a single car of the eighteen which 
competed in the struggle for the Cup had an accident. They did 
not all finish ; but one does not describe stoppages as ‘ accidents,” 
any more than one would use the word when horses run them- 
selves to a standsull on Epsom Downs. 

Nevertheless, though Cup racing has not produced what was 
expected in this one respect, it has shown that reliability is more 
than ever the thing that is required, and that there is no need 
for the development of engine power beyond a degree which 
even now verges upon the absurd. The car which won the Cup 
race owed its success to its simply perfect trustworthiness 
throughout, just as it had previously won the French Eliminating 
Trial from the same cause. It never stopped in all the long- 
drawn, arduous contest over 342 miles of road, save once for 
3min. On the other hand, the cars which were less successful 
owed their losses of time on the road and their retirement to 
purely mechanical causes, and not 1 adventitious circumstances 
which might be supposed to arise when sporting risks have to be 
undertaken. 

Of the brilliance of this year’s race from a spectacular point 
of view it is almost impossible to convey any impression in 
words. It was in every way so much finer than its immediate 
predecessor that those who were in Ireland last year would have 
even more difficulty in appreciating the circumstances than 
would those who have never seen a Cup cantest at all, because 
the former had a standard from which, in this case, they would 
draw wrong conclusions, whereas the latter, by the force of 
imagination, might perhaps get nearer a true conception. The 
difference between the scene at Ballyshannon and the magnificent 
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mise-en-scene at Saalburg was enormous. Each of the two 
grand stands which had been erected was many times as large as 
the one used at the Irish starting point, and with the Kaiser and 
Kaiserin present in person, as well as many high personages in 
German, Austrian, and French Society, and hundreds of 
charming women in gay costumes on a gloriously sunny day, 
the spectacle was invested with a distinction and brightness that 
was absolutely unique—in fact, it had almost the splendour of an 
Ascot Meeting, coupled with an International character that made 
it infinitely more important. And as regards the race itself, in 
what other domain of sport is there any event in which Inter- 
national rivalry plays so important a part as in the race for the 
Gordon Bennett Cup ? 

A side-slip on the greasy tram-lines of Homburg had put 
the Swiss competitor Dufaux hors de combat on Thursday morning, 
and those who faced the starter, therefore, on Friday were as 
follows:

It is well, perhaps, to point out that the horse-power 
descriptions are more or less fallacious, being merely whatever 
the makers like to call them. In all probability Jenatzy’s 
was the most powerfully-engined car in the race and Théry’s 
actually the smallest. ‘ 

Seven minutes’ interval having been finally decided upon, it 
took thr. 59min. to get the cars away. So high were his 
partisans’ hopes for Jenatzy, that they began at once to look out 
for his arrival; but with eight controls, the thing, of course, was 
impossible. However, he turned up, going grandly, at 23min. 
past nine, his net time for the round, after deducting the 
neutralisations, being thr. 26min. 56sec. Edge followed 
12min. later, and then, to the joy of the numerous Frenchmen 
and Frenchwomen present, Théry was the 
next to appear, though he started fifth. 
Girling and Jarrott both travelled well, and 
the first round finished with the ‘English- 
men in the promising positions of third, 
fourth, and fifth respectively. 

Our patriotic hopes, however, were not 
destined to be fulfilled, as Edge lost an hour 
or more through engine troubles in the 
second round. Still, Girling and Jarrott 
were going strongly. Jenatzy came through 
in meteoric style, but none the less it was 
found at the end of the round that Théry 
had gained on him to the extent of 
Imin. 41sec., which looked ominous. In the 
third round this lead was increased to 
g4min., and as Opel had retired on the first 
round, and De Caters had lost 143min. at 
the start owing to having too much oil in 
his engine, Germany’s chances were not so 
roseate as they had seemed ere the race 


by no means out of it as yet, and 
De Caters was rapidly gaining ground. 
Cagno, the Queen of Italy’s driver, was 
doing well, and Hautvast of Belgium 


began. Jenatzy, however, was, of course, — 
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The Horbick Car.

As a matter of fact, however, 
his final effort was the fastest of the day, for he covered it in 
ihr. 26min. 23sec., and finished in the splendid time of 
shr. 5omin. ‘o3sec., amid a scene of wild enthusiasm. His 
driving was superb, and his car the embodiment of perfect 
running qualities, for all that had happened to him was the 
breaking of one blade in his fan. The latter was dismantled 
in 3min. and dispensed with for the rest of the race; in fact, it had 
only been fitted to keep the engine cool at the starting-point, 
where a good deal of manceuvring was necessary. Théry took 
his first drink of the day when he got round the grand stand, 
and was congratulated on the Emperor’s. behalf by Prince 
Henry of Prussia; meanwhile the maker of the car, M. Brasier, 
had been called to the Emperor’s loge, and heartily felicitated. 
Poor M. Brasier must have had a terrible time during that 
fateful quarter of an hour between Jenatzy’s finish and Théry’s 
arrival; indeed, I know for a fact that his fingers were torn and 
scratched by his efforts to control himself as he clutched the 
wooden railing by which he stood. There were many besides 
Irenchmen who were glad that the Cup had gone back to 
l’rance, as she is still the centre of the automobile industry, but 
has been unfortunate of late in competition. The labour of 
organisation, moreover, is so great that no 
automobile club would altogether relish the 
prospect of having to do it two years in 
succession. 

No one of the remaining competitors 
could possibly equal Jenatzy’s time, and the 
interest now centred in the question of 
third place, and the fate of individual com- 
petitors. The Englishmen had certainly 
bad luck. Edge bad made a good third 
round, but had to retire in the fourth with 
a seized engine owing to water in his crank- 
chamber. Jarrott had several troubles, the 
chief being a broken governor, which, in its 
turn, led to the breaking of the third speed. 
His radiator also got broken, and he had to 
fill up with water at every control. Yet 
another breakage was that of one of his 
chains, but fortunately he had a spare one. 
That he finished at all is a testimony to his 
pluck sporting qualities. Girling 
seemed likely for some time to do excel- 
lently, and finish third, but by cruel ill- 
luck he got his carburettor choked and lost 
42min. in a control. This single stop, being 
so long, made havoc with his performance, 
but a glance at the finishing times will 
show now good his position would other- 
wise have been, and it is only fair to call 


JENATZY, WHO FINISHED SECOND, 
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attention to an isolated factor which makes the actual finish just 
as bad as if he had been going badly all the way, but without a 
protracted stoppage. 

The struggle for third place was very closely contested between 
several competitors who made a good finish without attaining 
the same marvellous results as Théry and Jenatzy. In the end, 
it was De Caters who attained the position, his time being 
6hr. 46min. 31 2-5sec., of which 143min. was lost before he got 
going at all. Rougier was. a very close fourth, in 6hr. 47min. 
11sec. As he started No. 18, his performance did not excite 
attention, the late numbers all seeming out of it even when they 
were going well. It was certainly a curious coincidence that in 
a race purely against the clock, with nothing gained by drawing 
an early number on a course made dustless by Westrumite, the 
fastest times should nevertheless have been accomplished by two 
men in the first five starters. The display of the Austrian 
Mercédés team was not what might have been expected, but 
Braun finished fifth, in 6hr. 59min. 49 1-5sec. The other com- 
petitors who came in ere the race was declared off were as 
follows: Hautvast, 7hr. 2min. 36 2-5sec.; Salleron, 7hr. 15min. 
15 3-5sec.; Lancia, 7hr. 17min. 54 1-5sec.; Girling, 7hr. 22min. 
54 1-5sec.; Cagno, 7hr. 23min. 36 3-5sec.; Werner, 7hr. 32min. 
15 3-5sec.; Jarrott, 7hr. 36min. 52sec. 

It will be seen that France was the only country which had 
the satisfaction of ending with all its cars in the running. The 
team will, therefore, retain the Montagu trophy which they won 
last year for the best aggregate performance. In some respects 
the gaining of such a record is more creditable than the “lifting” 
of the Cup itself, and I’rance has every reason to be proud of the 
achievement. 


THE FRANKFORT MEETING. 

OMETHING in the nature of a surprise to English visitors 

was the meeting at Frankfort on Sunday afternoon. It 

took place on the Oberforsthaus race-course, about three 
miles from the centre of the town, and one found on arrival 
a crowd of from 20,000 to 30,000 people, with scores and scores 
of touring cars, and a great turn-out of the inhabitants all along 
the line of route. It almost suggested the English Derby 
in the amount of interest which it aroused. Automobile racing 
on an ordinary race-course, unfortunately, is far from satisfactory, 
but otherwise the meeting would have been the most successful 
that has ever been held in connection with the motor-vehicle. 

So bad was the course itself, however, that the sporting 
interest resolved itself into watching the doings of the competitors 
at the corners. These were appalling, from the point of view of 
the driver of a car, and it was a feat to get round at all. The 
course was a mile round, and shaped like a rectangle with 
rounded ends. None of the turns was banked, however; if 
anything they sloped the wrong way, while the surface was 
loose sand. The only way to get round was to slow down to a 
crawl, and in the excitement of competition, of course, this was 
not easy to ensure. No serious accidents occurred, however, 
though during the Eliminating Trials in the morning, to weed 
out all but eight competitors in each event, one car left the 
course and turned over ; but the occupants were only bruised. 

From the competitors’ point of view, another disability 
was the fact that the cars did not start on an equality, but in 
Indian file, owing to the narrowness of the course, and those in 
the rear had not only 5oyds. more to travel than the leaders,

Mr. Martin made a splendid race, and 
though ic seemed as if he would never 
get through, though the fastest car in 
the race, he managed to come in a 
close second. As it was he would have 
won but for the refusal of a com- 
petitor who was a whole lap behind to 
let him pass while on the straightest por- 
tion of the course. The race was most 
exciting throughout, owing to the fact 
that the cars were never in a procession, 
but were always fighting for position. 

In the race for cars over 600 kilos. and up to 60 h.p., 
Willy Pége of Chemnitz, who won the 5,000-mark Peter trophy 
last year, again secured it. One of the competitors, Adam 
Opel, leit the track and spun clean round several times, but did 
not turn over, though he travelled 30yds. or goyds., and took off a 
railing in his flight. Fortunately, there were no spectators within 
reach, or he would have mown down a score before he stopped. 

Théry, the Cup winner, was present, and drove round the 
course to please the spectators. It need hardly be said, how- 
ever, that he could do nothing fast in point of time:

THE CARE OF CARRIAGE-WORK. 
ALTHOUGH the motorist is almost surfeited with advice as to how to keep 
the mechanism of his car in order, he is seldom given instructions as to the 
manner in which the paint and varnish-work may be retained in their pristine 
splendour as long as possibl>. It is often heart-breaking, especially to the 
proud owner of his first car, to see how quickly tlré carriage-work loses the 
glossy surface it received from the hands of the coach-builder, and becomes 
dull and scratched after only a few weeks’ running. To a certain extent this 
is inevitable, for high speed during many hours at a stretch in all sorts of 
weather is bound to leave its indelible marks. The greatest enemy of all, 
however, to varnish is oil and grease, though the fact is one that it is hard to 
impress on the average mechanic. A new car requires ample lubrication, and 
at the end of along run a goodly portion of the superfluous oil will be 
found to have transferred itself to the wheels and lower panels of the body ; 
and it is here that the process of ruining the varnish-work commences. 
The driver may have been persuaded as to the superiority of chamois leathers 
and much water to his favourite oily rag, as a means of removing mud and dust 
from the exterior portions of the car, but he will be indeed a treasure if he has 
iearnt that to use the same leather for the wheels and mud-guards as for the panels 
of the tonneau merely results in spreading the destructive lubricant (which, when 
it has once left the bearings, is matter very much out of place) over a wider

area. ‘The first and golden rule for washing down a car should therefore be 
to have separate utensils for the various stages of the work. Keep the 
best and cleanest leathers, sponges, and brushes for the upper portions 
of the body; the second best for the wheels and mud-guards, especially in the 
neighbourhood of the chains; and the oldest for those out-of-the-way nooks 
and crannies round the axles, steering-heads, and framework, where oil and dust 
most persistently accumu ate. 

To wash down a car thoroughly is a somewhat laborious job, and 
one that is seldom performed conscientiously. In probabiy nine cases out 
of ten once a car has left the works it is never really in a thoroughly 
clean state until it has been returned and repainted and varnished. To a 
certain extent this is excusable, for there are many out-of-the-way parts 
which, though plainly visible to the eye, can hardly by any ingenuity be 
reached by sponge or leather, without taking the car to pieces. Nevertheless, 
washing is less difficult nowadays, when every good car has its mechanism 
properly encased, than at the time when water kad to be used sparingly, for 
fear of flooding out the bonnet and transmission gear. The hose, neverthe- 
less, should still be used with care, as a strong jet of water will drive the 
particles of dust and grit with such force against the varnish as to scratch it 
seriously, Paraffin or petrol are often recommended fer removing the ever- 
present oil and grease, but either will dull the varnish, and present-day petrol 
itself will leave a greasy stain. Better than either is a very little soap applied 
with a soft sponge dipped in rain water. The effect is magical, though care 
should be taken to give a final rinse, also with soft water. In time the soap 
will Gull the varnish, but, so far as our experience goes, far less quickly than 
petrol or paraffin, and the result is certainly to leave the work looking far fresher 
and cleaner than by any other method that we have ever tried. A useful tip 
for those who hate to start on a drive with a dusty car, but who naturally do 
not expect their man to wash it two or three times a day, is to invest in a 
light feather whisk. With its aid, a dust-grimed vehicle can in a very few 
minutes be made to look quite presentable. One word of warning, however. 
Do not let the feather brush be used below what may be called the ‘‘ 
line,” that is to say, lower than the upper surface of the mud-guards ; 
otherwise some insidious particles of grease will transfer themselves to the 
feathers, and the next time the experiment is repeated the result will be a 
disastrous failure. 

The following is the general routine that ought to be followed in washing 
down a car: First remove all lamps, cushions, mats, etc., which are best dealt 
with separately ; then gently hose all the exterior to loosen the mud or damp 
the dust; a fairly strong jet of water may 
be used against the wheels and the under side 
of the wings. When the bulk of the dirt has 
been removed in this way, sponges and spoke- 
brushes may be brought into play, the sponges 
for the panels and bonnet and the brushes for 
the wheels. Do not stint the water, and in 
dealing with the panels use a very gentle hand 
to avoid scratching the varnish. We remember 
watching an old carriage cleaner at a well-known 
coach-builder’s, and ncticing with interest the 
scrupulous care with which he rinsed out his 
sponges every minute or two, in order to rid 
them from every particle of grit. When the 
mud and dust are removed it is time to 
look out for grease spots, and deal with them 
as we have recommended. A final swill all 
over with clean water, and then comes the turn 
cf the damp chamois leathers, which should 
be used to dry the work. The leathers should 
be of the best quality procurable, and should 
be kept scrupulously clean. A damp leather 
vigorously applied will also suffice for the 
upholstery, and we may here remark that 
buttoned leather, though smart in appearance, 
is exceedingly difficult to keep free from dust, 
which settles in the countless almost inaccessible

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nooks and crannies. Plain varnished leather is easiest to keep clean, and 
wears well. Bveasswork calls for no special mention, except a protest against 
the totally unnecessary amount that is lavished on some well-known cars. 
It gives a vulgar appearance to the vehicle, and necessitates an enormous 
amount of labour on the driver, which could far better be expended on the 
carriage-work and the mechanism. Finally, it should be remembered that 
the insistence on a few rudimentary rules, and personal supervision until 
they become a matter of routine, will result in a new car maintaining a smart 
appearance for at Icast a twelvemonth, in spite of constant hard work. 
How vo Fir NEw Covers. 

Messrs. Michelin, the famous tyre-makers, give directions as to the 
correct method of rep!acing a new outer cover. Many motorists experi- 
ence great difficulty in effecting this, and the following hints may, therefore, 
be useful: Our outer covers are always made with one beaded edge 
slightly thicker than the other, and this one should be invariably placed in 
position first. To discover which is the larger, lay the cover on the 
ground, and if only one elge is seen in that position, it is the 
smaller one which is uppermost; if two are perceptible—one inside 
and one outside — it is the thicker one which is uppermost, and _ this 
should always be put on first. To do so with most facility, one should 
take hold of the cover—the notch at the top—holiing the smaller edge 
towards one’s self, and putting the upper part of the cover on the rim, 
so that the notch is exactly opposite the valve-hole. Hold this part 
in place with the left hand, and put the right into the cover at 
the spot where the edge leaves the rim of the wheel, the fingers shut 
and the palm resting on the inside edge. With this hand force another 
part of the cover into position. If difficulty is experienced towards the 
finish, use the flat side of the tyre lever, introducing it between the rim 
and the edge of the cover. It often happens that, after having put the cover 
in position, the notch is no longer opposite the valve-hole. If the tyre has 
slipped much, it can possibly be turned on the wheel by holding the top of it 
with the right hand and a spoke of the wheel with the left. But with a 
large tyre of 90, 105, or 120 m.m. this procedure is useless and sheer waste 
of scrength. It is best, if one is working alone, totake off the cover and put 
it on again with greater care. If two are working, one can place himself to 
the left and seize the top of the cover and the free edge with both hands, 
while the other person stands to the right and holds one of the spokes 
firmly. Both should then pull simultaneously with a strong jerk — This is 
supposing the notch to have been to the right of the valve-hole—if to the 
left the position of the operators should naturally be reversed. There is, 
however, a simple means by which it is possible to prevent the tyre slipping. 
Before putting the cover in position place in the aperture in the rim an old 
valve, or failing that, any tocl-handle, penknife, etc., which fits into the 
hole without falling through — This will keep the notch in position, and the 
tool can be removed after tne cover is in place. By carefully observing 
these directions a novice can, with very little practice, soon attain perfect 
success in the replacing of an outer cover. 


UNCONTROLLED DoGs. 
The Auto-cycle Club, a vigorous offshoot of the Automobile Ciub, 
has followed the lead of the parent body in publicly expressing its 
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resolve to punish inconsiderate driving on the part of its own members, and 
invites the public to call attention, by letter to the secretary (119, 
Piccadilly), to any action on the part of a motor-cyclist which they consider 
may cause unnecessary vexation or inconvenience. The club is also desirous 
of awakening dog-owners to the risk that is created by the presence of 
uncontrolled dogs on the highway. This risk is a very serious one to riders 
of bicycles and motor-bicycles, many of whom have been upset, and ina 
large number of cases killed, by the irresponsible or vicious dog. Dog- 
owners are, unfortunately, not always aware of the deadly peril that their pets 
often cause to a large class of road-users, and the appeal by the Auto-cycle Ciub 
is made in the hope that more care will be observed in the future to prevent 
dogs, especially those in whom the sound of a motor induces an immediate 
desire for self-immolation, from straying uncontrolled on the highway. 
THE WALMSLEY Moror Boplks. 

A firm which was among the earliest to recognise the coming importance 
of the automobile industry in this country is Messrs. Walmsiey and Co., the 
well-known carriage-builders of Preston and Manchester. Instead of wasting 
their efforts in trying to stem the rising tide of automobilism, they 
welcomed it, as offering a new opening for their business. The firm have 
made a speciality of carriage bodies for motor-cars, and have established 
garages at the two towas mentioned. We reproduce this week, on another 
page, a handsome De Dietrich fitted with a ‘‘Dutton” body, which is one of 
the most successful desigrs that have emanated from Messrs. Walmsley’s 
workshops. The collapsible Cape cart hood and V-shaped glass screen can 
be affixed or removed in a few minutes. When thrown back, the long 
projection of the hood forms an excellent dust screen. 

THE LAbIEs’ AUTOMOBILE CLUB. 

The first annual general meeting of the Ladies’ Automobile Club will 
be held in their new quarters at Claridge’s Hotel on Thursday, June 30th, at 
12 noon, A biograph tea has been arranged for the same day at 3.10 p.m. 
The pictures shown will include the Gordon Bennett race and other events 
of the Homburg week, and also the procession of the club on June gth, taken 
at Hyde Park Corner, On Monday, July 4th, there will be a club run to the 
Hall, Bushey, Herts. It is suggested that members should drive to Bushey 
via Chipping Barnet, and return véa Watford, Stanmore, and Edgeware. 

THE AUTO-CYCLE CLUB. 

A new scheme of affiliation has been proposed by the Auto-cycle Clu), 
which is not satisficd with its present relationship to the parent club, the 
Automobile Club cf Great Britain and Ireland. When the Auto-cycle Club 
was first constituted, the members who already belonged to the Automobile 
Club paid a fee of §s. per head, while ordinary members were subject to 
election and paid an entrance-fee of 5s. and an annual subscription of £1 Is. 
The work of the club was twofold. The whole of the control of motor-cycling 
sport was handed over to it by the Automobile Club under an agreement 
between that body and the National Cyclists’ Union, and it also sought to be 
a society of encouragement for motor-cycling generally. To maintain the 
control of the Automobile Club, it was arranged that the general committee 
of the Auto-cycle Club should consist of ten members of the Automobile Club 
and eight from the general body of members. The committee now consider, 
however, that the scope and constitution of the club should be enlarged, 
They contend that the fact that a body constituted as a club of private

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members should exercise supreme control over the sport ‘has not been to the 
liking of those who were outside the club. This feeling has arisen because 
motor-cyclists are recruited from the ranks of cyclists, where they have been 
ac_ustomed to the sport of cycling being controlled by an elected body, and 
the feeling has been further fostered because the Auto-cycle Club has exerted 
a very firm hand over the sport. Hence other motor-cycling clubs, whilst in 
no way desiring that that firmness should be relaxed, at the same time wish 
to have a share in the management of the sport. 
New Prorosats. 

It is accordingly proposed to constitute practically an Auto-cycle 
Assoc’ation without necessarily altering the name of the club, The club 
would be open to (a) members of the Automobile Club at five shillings per 
annum; (¢) ordinary elected members at one guinea per annum; and (c) 
affiliated clubs paying a capitation fee. In order to secure harmony in 
werking, representation on the council of the club must be on a fair and 
equitable basis, and it is proposed that affiliated clubs shall be allowed to send 
one delegate for every twenty-five members or portion thereof, while private 
members are to elect one delegate for every ten or portion thereof. This will, 
unless the private membership grows enormously, give delegates of affiliated 
clubs control on the council ; so it is proposed to rectify this by continuing the 
committee constituted so as to give the private members (and, therefore, the 
Automobile Club) the balance of power, and giving to the committee the 
fullest administrative powers. It is proposed to levy a fee of one shilling per 
head on members of affiliated clubs and to give certain advantages in exchange 
therefor. It is also proposed that the club should endeavour to secure a 
further payment of one shilling per member per annum, and with the sum so 
obtained to affiliate the whole of the Auto-cycle Club to the Motor Union, 
The committee of the Auto-cycle Club agree that the fees are low, but they are 
convinced that any enhanced fee would be fatal to the success of the scheme, 
and prefer to get the clubs into affiliation; and after prov.ng that federation 
is essential, and that increased payments are justified, to secure the amend- 
ment of the financial portion of the scheme. 

THE CALAIs TO DOVER Movor-Bboar 

The arrangements for this race, which will take place on August 811, 
are progressing very favourably. Prizes to the amount of over 30,o000ft., 
in addition to gold and silver medals and three valuable cups, have already 
been subscribed. The French authorities, both naval and civil, are paying 
close attention to the contes', the former promising an escort of destroyers, 
and the town of Calais making the occasion one of great festivity. The 
English Admiralty have also promised, if possible, to provide an escort of 
destroyers, while the Mayor of Dover wiil entertain the officials and competitors 
to luncheon on their arrival. The entry fee is £4 for boats up to 2oft. 6in., 
and £8 for boats of greater length, and this fee will be returned to boats 
which are unsuccessful n winning prizes. English competitors who cross the 
Channel will only require to be present at Calais on the Sunday in order to 
take part in the exhibition which will be held there throughout the day. It 
is hoped that builders on this side will come forward to enter for this important 
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Tres. 

The Hozier Engineering Company has issued an illustrated descriptive 
catalogue of the Argyll cars, which contains much interesting matter. The 
diagramis and sketches showing the construction and working of the various 
parts of these well-known vehicles are among the best that we have ever seen 
in the pages of a trade catalogue.

SUGGESTIONS FOR SUPPER DISHES. 
FILLETS OF SOLE with ToMATO MAYONNAISE. 
OLL up some neatly-trimmed fillets of sole, and cook them 
on a buttered baking-tin, covered with buttered paper, in a 
moderately hot oven, for from ten to twelve minutes, then put 
them aside to get cold. Divide the whites from the yolks of 
two eggs; place the latter in a basin and mix them with a small 
wooden spoon, then add salad oil, drop by drop, beating it into 
the eggs until the mixture is of the same consistency as beaten butter. 
Measure a tablespoonful of tomato catsup, and add it by degrees to the 
prepared eggs; pour in a teaspoonful of tarragon vinegar in the same way, 
and then add salt, white pepper, a pinch of castor sugar, a few drops of 
carmine, and half a gill of aspic jelly, which is cold but liquid. Thrust the 
handle of a small wooden spoon carefully through the roled fillets to make 
them hollow, untie them, and mask them thickly and evenly with the tomato 
mayonnaise, and stand them in an upright position; scatter a little finely- 
chopped parsley over the masking, and leave them on ice until it has set. 
Just before sending the fillets to the table, fill the middle of each with crisp, 
finely-shred lettuce ; place them separately on slices of tomato, and garnish 
the dish with sliced cucumber and shred lettuce. 
SWEETBREAD CUTLETs. 

Line some cutiet moulds thinly with pale aspic jelly, and when it is firm 
cover the jelly evenly with small bottled peas, then pour sufficient cool jelly 
over to just cover the peas and leave them to set. Mince half a pound of 
braised sweetbread, then pound it with an ounce of butter and two ounces of 
pate de foie gras, and pass it through a sieve. Melt a quarter of an 
ounce of French leaf gelatine in a gill of thick white sauce, which has 
been delicately flavoured with onion and ham; strain it, and mix it 
with the sieved sweetbread ; add a dessertspoonful of sherry and some salt 
and white pepper, and then stir in a quarter of a pint of whipped cream. 
As soon as the mixture is quite cold fill the cutlet moulds with it, pressing 
it down well; then pour a thin layer of cool jelly over the filling, and 
leave the moulds in a cold place for two or three hours. Turn out the 
cutlets carefully, and arrange them on a low border of aspic, with lettuce and 
tomato salad in the middle. 

SAVOURY CHICKEN PIE, 

Adda pinch of salt to three-quarters of a pound of flour, and rub six 
ounces of butter into it; then moisten it gradually with the yolk of an egg 
and sufficient cold water to make a fairly stiff paste. Roll it out on a floured 
board to about one-eighth of an inch in thickness, and line a plain pastry 
ring with it which has been lightly buttered and placed on a buttered baking- 
tin; prick the paste with a fork, and partially fill it with crusts of dried 
bread wrapped in buttered paper, and bake it at once in a moderately hot 
oven. When the paste is nearly done, carefully remove the ring and the 
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crusts and let it continue to cook until it is an even golden brown all over, 
then put it to cool on a wire pastry rack; cut the white meat from a cooked 
fowl and divide it into small pieces of a convenient size; cut up about half 
the quantity of cooked tongue into small square pieces, and spread it out on a 
fiirly deep dish, and arrange the chicken on another dish in a similar manner, 
Ilave ready prepared some veal and chicken jelly, which has been flavoured 
with vegetables, herbs, and spices; cover the chicken and tongue with it, 
and put it aside until it has set. Then cut the pieces of tongue and the 
pieces of chicken out of the jelly and fill the pastry case, putting them in in 
alternate layers; over the chicken scatter some minced truffle and 
champignons, some finely-chopped parsley and little pieces of pate de foie 
gras, and when the case is full pour in a small quantity of veal and chicken 
jelly which is on the point of setting; the last thing before the pie is serve) 
cover the top with chopped red and yellow aspic jelly. 
VEAL CREAMS IN ASPIC. 

Put half a pint of veal and chicken broth (free from any suspicion of fat), 
which has been well flavoured with vegetables and seasoned with salt, pepper, 
and nutmeg, into a saucepan, and when it is hot dissolve half an ounce of 
French leaf gelatine in it and strain it into a basin. Remove all the skin, fat, 
and gristle from some braised fillet of veal, pass it twice through a mincer, and 
season it with salt and pepper. When the jelly is cold, but still unset, add a 
dessertspoonful of sherry and a squeeze of lemon-juice, then stir in the mince: 
veal and half a pint of whipped cream, and whisk the ingredients together 
until the mixture begins to set. Have ready some fluted dariole moulds, 
which have been lined with aspic jelly, and decorated at the top with a star- 
shaped piece of truffle, and round the sides (in the flutes) with alternate strips 
of cooked French beans and tongue; fill them with the prepared veal and 
leave them until the creams are sufficiently set to be turned out; serve them 
garnished with chopped aspic jelly and watercress. 

BoNED Duck. 

Pass half a pound of raw lean veal and four ounces of moderately fat 
bacon through a mincer, then pound it, and when it is smooth, add by 
degrees (while continuing to pound it) an equal quantity of panada, which 
has previously been pounded separately, and moisten the ingredients with two 
eggs, pounding one into the farce before adding the second; season with salt, 
pepper, cayenne and nutmeg, and rib it through a fine wire sieve, then add 
three truffles and a dozen large champignons minced. Spread the farce out 
on a meat board, brush it over with beaten egg, then roll it up and push it 
into a large duck from which all the bones have been removed ; wrap the 
bird in a buttered cloth, tie it securely, and let it simmer gently for two hours 
in veal broth, with an onion, carrot, a small turnip, a few pieces of celery, 
a large tomato, a bay leaf, a small bunch of parsley, a little piece of 
lemon thyme, three cloves, and a dozen whole black peppers. On taking the 
duck from the stewpan, tighten the cloth and place it between two flat dishes 
with a weight on the top for about twelve hours. Then remove the cloth, 
wipe the bird, and mask it evenly with aspic jelly, and garnish it with blanched 
pistachio nuts and hard-boiled white of egg; cut into fancy shapes, and serve 
it with a mixed salad, CHARLOTTE RUSSE.

AST week we were so occupicd, in these notes, with the wonderful 
golfing doings on the ccast of Kent that there was no room to 
speak of big doings on the opposite shore of the Channel, on the 
coast of France. The big things finished here, with White’s inoct 
glorious victory, on the last day but one of the week. The big 
thing on the coast of France began only on the last day of the 

week, when the golf course of Le Touquet was formally opened by an Inter- 
national foursome and four-ball match. Mr. Angus Hambro and myself had 
the honour (assigned to us by no one less qualified than our two selves) of 
representing England. Massie and Mr. Oscar Heeren were representing 
France. This course had been played on previously ; notably Mr. Arthur 
Balfour and a party were playing on it all Whitsuntide; but this Inter- 


national match was the occasion of its formal and_ official opening, 
with a big luncheon in a big tent, and speeches and the healths 
drunk of King Edward and of President Loubet with — plentiful 


reference to the evfente cordiale, and so forth. The course, considering that 
it is crudely new, played well. The rough grass at the sides, and where left 
for hazard, was very rough—rougher even than at Sandwich, if that be possible 
—and the lies through the er -2n at present leave something to be desired, but the 
putting greens played well and the tees were excellent. These are all incidental 
details. What is of importance, and essential, is that the course has natucal 
possibilities not to be surpassed—bunkers, and ranges of sand-hills; great 
beauty of situation and variety of incident ; infinite possibility of extension, if 
more length be desired. For the rest, love and jabour, which will not be 
wanting, and the golfer’s niblick and extensive foot, will soon weac down the 
crudities of which a new course is always guilty; and when that is done 
Le Touquet, as a links of the real seaside quality, will be bad to beat. For 
those, if such there be, whose modern geography has been so neglected that 
they do not know where Le Touquet is, it may be said that it is among the 
pine woods on the seacoast some fifteen miles south of Boulogne, near 
Etaples. The English golf professional calls this ‘ Eatables,” but that is not 
the native way. 

The competitions lately finished have resulted, on the whole, in a most 
disastrous rout of the old brigade all along the line. Although belcnging, 
beyond question, to that old brigade myself, I yet must say that I am glad 
The new men have been such a long time coming on, and we 
There was a danger 


to see it. 
want a little new life and novelty at the top of the tree. 
that the golfing community would relapse into a kind of Chinese petrifaction. 
Vardon, Taylor, Braid stood in the forefront of the professional battle; the 
old amateur brigade, having opened its files to make room (it had to make a 
lot of room) for Mr Maxwell, stcod unshakable. But now.terrible things 
have happened. There is an American at the head of the amateurs (or is he 
an Australian? Australia has now claimed the victory of Mr. Travis in the 
amateur championship as one to her credit, because Mr. Travis is Australian 
by birth, But he is American by golf. Still, Mr. Graham, a Hoylake golfer, 
plays for Scotland in the International match (though not he but only his 
parents were born across the border). 
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All this is an interlude—a little off the course—but it is too bad to find 
Australia, as well as America, crowing over poor little Great Britain about 
this championship. We cannot bear to be thus sat upon by two continents 
at once, or our small island will be submerged. It was not till he was dead 
that islands began to quarrel about the ownership of Homer. Whole con- 
tinents are clamouring over Mr. Travis while he is still al've. 

To get back to the course again—we have a new name on tne amateur 
championship list. Then we have a new name for the open champion, and 
never was a win better deserved than that of Jack White. Finally, this rout 
of the old guard was driven home most powerfully by the result of the yet 
more recent tournament on the new course at Walton Heath. There we 
might, perhaps, have thought that Braid would be most formidable, his local 
knowledge aiding him; but Rowland Jones was too good for everybody. 
Thomson, who led the field at Sandwich for a while, knocked Harry Vardon 
out of time after a tough match, but Taylor avenged his comrade of the old 
guard in the afternoon by beating Thomson. Jones had two good men to 
meet before he came to Taylor and the final heat—namely, Kinnell and Ray, 
but was equal to both occssions. The final was a well-fought struggle, but 
the victory went to the man who played the better. The golfing story of the 
last few weeks has thus been One of an unprecedentedly complete break-up of 
the ranks of the veterans. 

The literature of golf grows in quantity, which is surprising, considering 
how much of it there is already. It also, however, seems to improve in 
quality, which is more surprising still—not merely because it was all so good 
already. Mr. Ernest Beach and Mr. Toller, playing as partners, have just 
brought out a little book in paper covers (but there is a good deal of reading 
between the covers) called ‘‘ Humcurs and Emotions of Golf.” Most of these 
are divots taken from one or other of the golfing papers—originally divots of 
one or other of the authors of the compilation, be it understood—and now 
collected together to make this agreeable monument in book form that 
really is humorous and actually does induce the pleasant emotion of gentle 
laughter. 

Another book by a golfer, if not precisely with golf for its subject- 
matter, is ** Eldorado,” by R. Cromie, which has at least the merit of taking 
the reader into fresh country and courses hitherto untried.

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their regular team, and chose Mr. W. McCreery, Mr. I. Freake, Mr. W. 
Bu _kmaster, and Mr. C.D. Miller. This was a very strong four, but as three 
of the players usually appear as Old Cantabs and one is the Rugby back, it 
was in reality not a representative club team—z.e¢., not a team that could play 
for the club in any first-class tournament. It will be greatly in the interest and 
for the good of polo if the clubs follow the lead of Ranelagh and Rugby an have 
acknowledged and representative teams to play forthem. The mere fact of the 
men playing sometimes on the giound of a club does not constitute them a 
club team. This is the question which the County Polo Association have 
settled in their rules for the County Cup, and it will, no doubt, be regulated in 
due course by the authorities at Hurlingham. Ilowever, on Wednesday the 
result was interesting, for it produced a game than which no better has been 
seen on any polo ground this year. The heavy rain of the day before made 
the ground somewhat sticky towards the end of the time, but in the early 
, eriods the ball travelled very well. 

The game was always fast and interesting, and the ponies were good. Mr. 
Scott-Robson rode the cream-coloured pony that can gallop as well as any in 
London under a heavy weight for two periods. There can be few faster 
ponies of his class in London. Mr. Rawlinson rode the admirable white- 
faced chestnut that seems to gallop with him past any pony on the ground. 
Mr. Gill played a splendid No. 3 game, but was not always able to go the 
pace. On the other side was Mr. Buckmaster, beautifully mounted, and 
playing in his best style. The pace and direction of his strokes, and the 
control of the ball he displayed, were as good as ever. But the two players 
who made few mistakes, and who greatly contributed to the success of their 
respective sides, were Captain Jenner and Mr. Freake. The former is now 
undoubtedly the best No. 1 we have. The latter is the man who does most 
work, and fulfils the American ideal of English play at polo when men are 
always doing something either to help their own side or hinder their adver- 
saries. The game was a close struggle for more than half the time. As long 
as the Ranelagh ponies were fresh and the team preserved its combination, 
Ranelagh pressed and scored. Roehampton liad the advantage in lhandier 
ponies, and in the unsurpassable combination of Messrs. Freake and Buck- 
master. For forty minutes it was a splendid game, full of the stir and rush 
of first-class polo, and followed with breathless interest by the spectators. 
Then Ranelagh fell to pieces. Mr. Rawlinscn found himself the object 
of close attention on the part of three of the Roehampton side more than 
once. Then Mr. Buckmaster sailed out on the wicked-looking chestnut mare, 
of which the legend is that no one, not even her master, knows how fast she 
can go. With her ears back and her tail switching, she swept past the tired 
Ranelagh ponies, and the Roehampton score mounted up, whereas for the 
first part of the game Ranelagh led. In the end, Roehampton won by 6 
goals to 3. As all the most noted teams are in the Ranelagh Open Cup, we 
shall probably see some very interesting matches, finishing with an exciting 
tinal on Saturday, June 25th. 

The Kanelagh Open Cup may, and generally does, attract the same teams 
as the Champion Cup at Hurlingham, but the difference in the size and shape 
of the grounds prevents one tournament being a mere repetition of the other. 
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There was an excellent match on Saturday at Roehampton for the final 
of the Public Schools’ Cup. But when the Old Harrovians—Mr. W, 
Jones, Colonel GorJon Renton, Captains E. D. Miller'and Dudley Marjori- 
banks—rode out to meet the Old Rugbeians we were sure of a fast game and 
good polo. The result was, to a certain extent, a surprise. That the 
ITarrow team should have won by so small a margin was hardly what we 
expected; but, asa matter of fact, for th®\;Rugbeians the Messrs. Nickalls 
were at their best. . 

Ranelagh, in the meantime, had been having a busy time. The delightiul 
weather made the grounds look at their best, and the number of gay Ascot dres es 
lighted up the lawns with colour. There was a great assemb!age. The Polo 
Pony Show and three good polo matches attracted a large nu.uber of people. 
There wasa sprinkling of people as early as eleven o'clock, when Mr. John Watson, 
Mr. Walter Buckmaster, and Colonel Renton judged the heavy-weight ponies. 
It was, I thought, a strong class, possibly one of the strongest that has been 
seen this season. It took some time to decide, but the choice fell on Sermon, 
a chestnut mare with beautiful action, apparently fast, and easy to ride. Second 
to her was Mr. McCreery’s well-known Daly, who does not look quite so well 
when the saddles are off as Sermon. He is, however, a pony with 
power and speed, and was at one time in Mr. John Watson’s stable. In 
the light-weight class Mr. Royiance Court’s Isaac, as sweet in his 
manners as he is good to look at, gained his third victory for this season, 
Once more the judges chose Sermon as champion. Mr. J. Hornsby won 
the novice class with a pony the judges considered much in front of 
everything else. 

The Ranelagh shows have always been famous for the number and 
quality of their entries, and the class for polo pony brood mares was one of 
the best of its kind, if not the best ever seen on a show ground. It would 
not be too much to say that there was not a bad one among them, and no 
one can doubt that the judges had a hard task. After a long period of 
consideration the numbers were reduced to six, and at last Mr. Noel Price’s 
Vixen, a chestnut mare with great bone and quality combined, took the 
red rosette. Second to her was Mr. J. Barker’s beautiful Wembley, 
not up to so much weight, but full of quality, Then came Sermon, 
the champion in saddle, and three others received highly commended cards. 
Polo pony stallions were not a very strong class, but Mrs. Ives’s beautiful pony 
Gillieflower won, beating Mr. Barker’s Bold Marco, a lovely pony in front, 
but losing a little in the show-ring behind the saddle. There were bending and 
jumping competitions, in which latter Mr, Rich showed us a really wonderful 
black pony that hopped over the gates as if they had been nothing. Imme- 
diately after the show came a very great game at polo. The Ranelagh team, 
as already given, met the Freebooters, Mr. W. McCreery, Mr. I’, M. Freake, and 
Mr. W. Buckmaster, with their old captain, Mr. John Watson, as No, 4. 
This was, perhaps, the fastest gam2 of the week, and so even was the scoring 
that the game was drawn at four; but for once the score was a true indication 
of the game, for as the score so was the play, and he must indeed be a good 
judge of polo who could see much difference between Ranelagh and the Free- 
booters on Saturday afternoon, X. 
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STABLE AND KENNEL. 


E have heard a good deal lately of the horses of the Far 

Fast, and not altogether to their advantage, but the 

description which Mr E. F. G. Hatch gives, in his ‘‘ Far 

Eastern Impressions,” of the Korean ponies will take a 

good deal of beating—which is probably what the animals 

themselves stand in need of. These desirable mounts, 

we are told, are never broken in, they ‘‘are often vicious, invariably 

unsound, frequently knock-kneed, with big heads and small feet.” Further, 

they are never groomed except when the tails are tied up. After this, it is 

surprising to learn that they are always fed on boiled food, because this, at 
any rate, involves trouble on the part of their owners. 


Having ourselves preached on the same text, we note with satisfaction 
the strong expressions used, in the course of a very able letter on puppy- 
rearing by a correspondent of the ///ustrated Kennel News, with reference to 
the subject of dog-feeding. It is pointed out that the dog is not herbivorous, 
that his digestive organs call for concentrated food, and that porridge, meals, 
rice, and other preparations of starchy cereals are altogether unsuited to his 
requirements. On the subject of food reform as applied to man we have 
nothing to say in this column, but when it is called a reform to run counter 
to nature, and to try to convert a carnivorous animal into a vegetarian, it is 
aot too much to call it faddism. The dog fed mainly or entirely on soft 
foods suffers from caries of the teeth, and from indigestion, and from various 
ailments, and is neither a desirable companion for close association nor a 
well-treated animal, and many of thé pampered pet dogs would be altogether 
better off if deprived of so-called luxuries and fed naturally. 


In the louse of Commons Mr. Weir has been trying to obtain a return 
of the number of persons fined for keeping dogs without a licence, of the 
amount of the fines, and the mode in which the money is brought into 
account. Mr. Victor Cavendish, however, intimates that the Commissioners 
of Inland Revenue consider that it would take considerable time to extract 
these particulars from their accounts, and that the information would be 
hardly worth the time and trouble taken, while the preparation of such a 
return would enormously disturb the regular work of a very busy department. 
Like the proceeds of dog licences, the money goes to the local taxation 
account, and the total amount so credited during 1902-3 for fines and penalties 
in connection with local taxation licences was £6,815. 

The somewhat acrimonious correspondence carried on in various fanciers’ 
papers shows that the question of trimming and dressing the coats of show 
dogs is becoming a ‘‘ burning ” one, to which serious notice will have to be 
given by those in authority. There is no question of legality in the matter; 
the practice is frankly irregular, and the only point is who is to take action 
when an offence is discovered. It is around the Irish terrier that the dispute 
has been raging most fiercely, and the Irish Terrier Club, and other specialist 
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clubs, may be induced to move if the Kennel Club continues to take up the 
somewhat impracticable position ha: it can do nothing, for the reason that to 
act would place it in the double position of judge and prosecutor. A well. 
known fancier has actually given utterance to the extraordinary opin‘on thai 
it is not the duty of a judge to take notice of any case of the kind that he 
may come across in the discharge of his duties, an1 the present position o: 
affairs is ridiculous. If illegal trimming is to be followed by no penalty when 
detected, then the rule which makes trimming illegal should be abrogated, 
so that te honest and the unscrupulous exhibitor may be placed on the same 
footing.

6d., especially when the canary does 
not sing! <A solemn judgment to this effect has been recorded in the Liver- 
pool County Court. The lady did not like the dog because it barked, but 
after she had ‘‘ traded ” it off for the canary her husband disapproved, and 
successfully sued for the return of the animal. 


Big prices for hunters continue to be recorded. The Duke of West- 
minster recently paid £500 for Wedge, a bay gelding, one of a consignment! 
of eight, from the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, which averaged nearly 200 
guineas each, the next highest price beiny 380 guineas for Adair; Mr. Guy 
Fenwick’s Ringleader sold for 320 evineas, and Mr. Hugh Owen’s The Coot 
for 300 guineas.

But he has to 
remain in the Force until he has earned promotion to an inspec- 
torship. This seems a very long way off, for the Sergeant's 
abilities are not brilliant. He sees before him a long vista of 
years of plodding along the street unable to take advantage of 
his wealth. We enjoy the sight of him on duty, guarding the 
hotel in which his guests are enjoying themselves. And then 
Crookie Scrubbs comes along Crookie is willing to “do time” 
for a proper consideration, and knows others of his fraternity 
willing to strike a similar bargain. It is arranged that Crookie 
shall break into the establishment of Brue’s son, a barber. 
Also, later, Scrubbs becomes a servant in a fashionable West 
End London hotel. So, step by step, Brue, basing a false 
reputation for smartness on the artificial burglaries of Scrubbs, 
eventually reaches the goal of his ambition and his emancipation. 
Entwined in this whimsical story are the adventures of the 
usual pair of lovers, without whom no musical comedy is 
complete. 

There is no need to say more of Mr. Edouin’s performance. 
Nothing could be better than Mr. Arthur Williams as Scrubbs. 
Here we have a legitimate comedian lending his art to musical 
farce, and it is all to the advantage of the farce. Mr. Farren 
Soutar, as young Lrue, is once again all that is debonair and 
pleasing ; Miss Hilda Trevelyan, Miss Ethel Irving, and other 
clever and charming young ladies lend grace and prettiness and 
talent to the affair; Mr. Gilbert Porteous, Mr. Barraclough, and 
others work loyally for the general success. 


N “The Finishing School,” produced at Wyndham's 
Theatre, Mr. Max Pembertan, who, at his best, is a writer 
of exciting romances, has written a romance which, 

unfortunately, is not exciting. It is interesting, amusing, and 
charming on several occasions; one or two of the characters are 
admirably drawn, some of the scenes are daintily and prettily 
written—but bv no stretch of the imagination can this work of a 
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successful novelist be called a good play. There is, in “* The 
Finishing School,” none of the tension, of the wonder, of the 
uncertainty of drama, properly so called—we know exactly what 
is going to happen. Interesting and well-devised as are many 
of the incidents, they are incidents merely ; as in a good many of 
Mr. Pemberton’s stories of romance, they are episodic merely— 
there is no connecting link of a real theme. 

“The Finishing School” is a tale of the days of Gretna 
Green, so that all the allurements of pretty dresses and old- 
fashioned manners are at the disposal of the playwright. There 
is a parent of a dashing young man who is also the guardian of a 
dear delightful girl. Ergo, the pair are lovers, also, the parent 
is distinctly opposed to the match. Dorothy Melville and Murray 
Vane—does not one seem to know these names and all that they 
stand for ?—are prevented from being joined together in the bonds 
of blacksmith’s matrimony by the intervention of the bridegroom’s 
father, old Sir John Vane, who, with the fair Dorothy, shares the 
distinction of being by far the most real and convincing character 
in the piece. So Murray must return to his regiment, and 
Dorothy is packed off to the finishing school. But is any one at 
all disturbed as to how it will end? Is there any suspense, any 
feeling of anxiety? Not a bit of it—there is not a moment of 
dramatic excitement. A year passes—the year stipulated for by 
Sir John in which the young couple are to make sure of their 
own minds—but then, unfortunately, Murray is ordered off to 
fight. And Dorothy has not yet been able to see him! This will 
never do. There is a ball to be given to the officers of our hero’s 
regiment, and Dorothy, if you please, opportunely provided 
with a suit of men’s clothes, necessarily sets out for the ball there 
to meet her sweetheart. Does he recognise her ? Of course not. 
Does she not wheedle Sir John into such promises that he is 
obliged, all in good time, to withdraw his opposition to the 
match? Naturally. And there you are. 

Miss Annie Hughes played the character of Dorothy 
deliciously. Nothing could be more fascinating, more sprightly, 
more deliciously alluring. As a girl, as a girl in boy’s clothes, 
making love, cozening, putting on a stride, shrinking into bashful 
maidenhood, nothing could possibly be more delightful. Mr. 
Barnes, as Sir John, acted to admiration. It was the real thing. 
The grand air was upon him; the full-flavoured “ old-comedy ” 
manner was there to perfection. Mr. Ben Webster, as Murray, 
was al] that a young lover of romance should be, and other 
characters were in safe keeping. But one cannot imagine that 
“The Finishing School” will be a real, popular success. It has 
not stamina enough.

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is an extraordinarily clever man. His cleverness at 
securing, by many varied means, advance advertisement 
for his productions is by now quite proverbial, and he has just 
shown once again the most extraordinary acumen.

Mr. Austin 
sent in his manuscript anonymously; Mr. Bourchier was so 
struck with it that he sent for the anonymous author; the author 
was found to be no less a personage than the Poet Laureate, and 
he made it a sine gud non that Mr. Bourchier himself should appear 
in the cast of the playlet. How curious a circumstance. And 
how interesting were the advance paragraphs. Nothing could 
have happened better to give just that fillip required to a new 
production, even if that be only a dever-de-videau. [irst a quarrel 
with the Times critic, then the reintroduction of Mr. Gilbert, and 
then a romantic episode in connection with the Laureate. , 
The event becomes more happily remarkable, more inadver- 
tently astonishing, when one considers that the piece, sent in 
anonymously, which so struck Mr. Bourchier, turns out to be 
as utterly unremarkable and undistinguished as ‘‘ A Lesson in 
Harmony.” It seems almost as though Mr. Bourchier were 
gifted with a curious second sight to have happened, quite 
unwittingly, upon the Poet Laureate as the author of the anony- 
mous play. For “A Lesson in Harmony” is decidedly poor. 
It tells, in quite uninspired fashion, the oft-told story of a young 
married couple who are the victims of unimportant domestic 
jars, which threaten to become chronic, set to rights by a kindly 
candid friend, who lectures each of them in turn. It is all very 
simple, very stale, and very trite. And Mr. Bourchier is to be 
congratulated upon the fact that—quite by accident, as it were— 
the author turned out to be no less an important individual than 
Mr. Alfred Austin.

We note that at 
the opening banquet at the St. Louis Exhibition only Messrs. Mackie’s ‘*‘ White 
Horse Cellar” Whisky was used—an excellent choice on the part of those 
responsible for its selection. It is a good sound whisky, and very palatable.
